Port strike threatens 
Israel’s ‘overland bridge’

HAIFA. — The operation of 
Israel'e “overland bridge,” a car 
go shipping alternative to the 
Suez Canal, is being threatened 
by the current port strike, Shlo- 
mo Loewinsohn, director of the 
firm which operates the bridge, 
said yesterday. He expressed 
grave concern over the future 
of the bridge, but sald there had 
not yet been any job cancella- 


tions. 
The “overland bridge” is @ 


‘1 shipping operation for moving 


goods between Europe and East 
African countries by bringing 


them in at Ashdod and trucking 
them down to Eilat. Its economic 
drawing polnt is that it can get 


cargo from Europe to Africa In 
three weeks — instead of the six 
weeks it takes a ship to go 
around Africa. 


(‘Now our delivery takes six 
weeks,” or even more, “Mr. Loe- 
winsohn complained.” Customers 
will soon realize they are saving 
nothing by shipping through 
us.” (He is director of Kedem 
Co., the Zim subsidiary which 
operates the “bridge.”) 


The company had aimed at a 
100,000-ton turnover for 1973. 
Due to port troubles last year, 
the 1972 turnover was only 
50,000 tons. “And we'll be lucky 
if we reach 70,000 tons this 
year,” Mr. Loewinsohn said.

In addition, the exporters 
are faced with losing orders and 
customers for failing to deliver 
goods, and these losses would drive 
up prices just when the government 
wanted ‘o slow inflation. 

Nevertheless the businessmen 
strongly urged the government not 
to give in to the dockers’ demands 
“at any price” in order to avert a 
general breakdown of wage struc- 
tures throughout the economy.

Incoming passengers at Lod went 
through customs barriers without 
being stopped for inspection. Less 
fortunate were the Jarge crowd of 
importers and ordinary citizens who 
waited outside the locked customs 
shed waiting to clear thelr goods. 


‘Student strike 
over at Technion

HAIFA. — The Technion Students 
Council last night ended the strike 
by the 2,000 lowerclassmen, fol- 
lowing a compromise decision by the 
Technion’s Senate on the make-up 
examination issue. 

The Senate, at a special meeting 
with student representatives taking 
part, ruled that the time for ‘“‘sec- 
ond-chance” examinations is at the 
end of the summer semester, but 
that teachers may agree to conduct 
re-examination of students with 
satisfactory work records who failed 
their final exams. It called on 
teachers and academic unit heads 
to take into consideration personal 
appeals by students who fail and 
wish to be re-examined 

The striking students welcomed 
the ruling and decided to resume 
studies this morning, thus ending 
their week-long strike. The upper- 
classmen, who struck in sympathy 
for three days, returned to classes 
yesterday.

High Court 
still sitting on 
application of 
Rafah Beduin 


The High Court of Justice yes- 
terday continued its hearing on the 
application by shelkhs of the Be- 
duin tribes evacuated from the Ra- 
fah Approaches early last year ‘o 
make absolute the order nisi against 
the Defence Minister. 


The order, as it stands, calls on 
the Defence Minister to justify the 
evacuation. 

Deputy State Attorney Eli Nathan 
argued that the evacuation order 
was issued by the area’s military 
commander and was necessitated 
by security considerations. Mr. Na- 
than displayed a Jarge-scale map of 
the area, pointing out the places 
and dates of numerous terrorists 
activities in the Rafah area. These, 
he sald, couki not have een car- 
ried out without some aid, and at 
least the knowledge of the Beduin 
tribes’ leaders. 

He also descr#bed at length the 
strategic importance of the aren 
and the steps taken by the author- 
Itles to compensate the evacuees. 
These included access to the land 
for agricultural work to some of 
them, aid in housing, and compen- 
sation of more than IL2.5m. 50 
far. 

Earlier, the Court rejected a re- 
quest ‘by the petitioners’ attorney, 
Haim Holtzman, to ‘be permitted to 
cross-examine Aluf Yisrael Tal, the 
Army's Chief of Operations, on the 
affidavit he had gent in response 
to the order nisi in August, in 
which he declared the evacuation 
was made because of security rea- 
sons. The request was rejected on 
the grounds that the High Court 
does not permit examination of wit- 
nesses. 


The hearings will continue next 
week.

Discotheques 
affect hearing, 
army unit finds 


Noisy discotheques are one 
cause of hearing defects among 
soldiers, an army research unit 
has discovered.

B-52s blast North

SAIGON (AP). — U.S. B-52 bom- 
bers saturated highways, rivers and 
canals in the southern half of North 
Vietnam with more than 1,000 tons 
of explosives on Saturday and yes- 
terday. The U.S. Command announc- 
ed the toss of its 32nd aircraft in 
three weeks, raising the toll of 
airmen killed, captured and missing 
to 99. 

The Command said a Navy ΑἹ 
Corsair attack bomber developed 
mechanical trouble and crashed 
into the sea on Saturday shortly 
after taking off for a mission from 
the carrier Midway. The pilot was 
killed. 

B-52 bombers launched 14 missions 
across the southern sector of North 
Vietnam below the 20th parallel 
during the 24-hour period ending at 
8 am. yesterday. 

While the Command did not dis- 
close the number of planes on each 
mission, U.S. military sources said 
there were the standard three B-52 
per mission for 2 total of 45 strikes. 
Each B-52 bomber carriers up to 
30 tons of bombs. :

Death toll 
in Managua 


over 10,000 


MANAGUA (UPI). — The death 
toll in the earthquake that wrecked 
most of the Nicaraguan capital on 
December 23 had passed 10,000, 
with an unknown number of dead 
still under the rubble, government 
spokesman Tban Osorio said yester- 
day. 
“We will never know the exact 
death figure, but between 10,000 
and 11,000 bodies have been buried 
so far," he said. 

The authorities previously placed 
the number of dead at 3,000. “But 
as workers clear the rubble, they 
keep finding more and more bodies," 
Mr. Osorio said. 

The Red Cross on Saturday re- 
ported having buried 1,000 bodies 
in @ mass grave In the 24 hours 
immediately after the tremor. 

Steps taken by the governing 
junta over the weekend included 
extension to 60 hours of the 48-hour 
working week. The junta also 
agreed that all public employees 
will forfelt a month's wages this 
year and next to help pay for re- 
construcHon work. Tax exemption 
also was abolished for two years. 


Marcos orders 
execution of 
heroin maker 


MANILA (UPI). — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos yesterday ordered a 
convicted Chinese heroin manufact- 
urer executed by firing squad and 
commanded police to mount a satur- 
ation drive on narcotics traffickers. 
It was the first execution ordered 
since martial law was declared Sep- 
tember 23. 

In a nationwide radio and televi- 
sion address, Marcos said, “1... 
pronounce the death sentence by 
musketry (firing squad) on Lim 
Seng, alias Gan Suo So, manufact- 
urer of heroin, who must account 
for the ruination of so many inno- 
cent lives, including children of very 
tender age. 

“Let this serve as a warning.” 

In his 45-minute address Marcos 
spoke repeatedly of a ‘slipping back 
to the habits of the old,” and said, 
“This cannot be tolerated. We have 
to fight back. We still have to be 
as stern, as tigid, as severe as we 
were during the first months of 
martial Jaw.” 


British seize

SOUTHAMPTON (AP). — Customs 
officers made the biggest haul of 
smuggled marijuana in Britain on 
Saturday, 360 kilos worth at least 
$658,000, hidden in a caravan 
aboard a car ferry from Morocco. 
Two men and a girl, all British, 
were arrested after a customs man 
spotted the cache when the ferry 
arrived here from Tangier and Lis- 
bon, police said. 
In Amman, police sources . said 
a Saudi citizen has been arrested 
on charges of attempting to smuggle 
24 kgs. of hashish out of the coun- 
try. The hash was hidden in his 
Saudi-registered car.

Jews ask reduction of 
Leningrad hijack terms 


MOSCOW (UPI). — A group of 82 
Jews has appealed to President Ni- 
kolai V. Podgorny to reduce sen- 
tences of those convicted in the 
1970-71 Leningrad hijack trials in 
view of adoption of new hijacking 
Penalties, a Jewish source said yes- 
terday. 

A total of 34 Soviet citizens, most 
of them Jews, were tried and sen- 
tenced to prison terms {tn connec- 
tlon with the unsuccessful hijack 
conspiracy. Two convicted of trea- 
son originally received death sen- 
tences but an appeals court later 
reduced them to 15 years. Others 
received one to 15 years. 

The petition, sent on Saturday, 
said the sentences should be revised 
in view of the new penalties an- 
mounced on Wednesday, the source 
said. The decree sets death as the 
maximum penalty if a hijacking 
leads to deaths or bodily injury 
and 15 years if It leads to “an ac- 
cident or other grave consequen- 
ces.” 

The Leningrad hijack plot was 
foiled before it could be executed. 
The prosecution claimed the defen- 


dants planned to hijack an aircraft 
to Sweden and then make their 
way to Israel. 

The petition said some of those 
convicted had been charged under 
Article 64 of the Criminal Code, 
covering treason, because no law 
existed specifically applicable to 
hijacking. 

It said Article 64 covers 
abroad with the intention of “in- 
fringing on the interests of the 
Soviet Union,” but that those con- 
victed had no such Intention and 
only wanted ito go to Israel. 

The document added: “The sen- 
tences are tremendously ‘high for 
people charged only in the prepa- 
ration of hijacking and not actually 
committing it.”
